A CARER accused of mur¬ 
dering a Haverhill pensioner 
told a friend that she had 
“done a bad thing”, a court has 
heard. 

Bunthawee Rimmer, 49, did not 
give any further details while 
being visited in prison following 
her arrest and claimed to be 
unable to remember what had 
happened. 

She has denied the murder of Paul 
Norfolk, 77, who was found dead in bed 
at his home in Castle Lane, Haverhill on 
December 30 last year. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown Court heard 
how Mr Norfolk was lying in a pool of 
blood, with blood splattered on the 
wall and ceiling, after being struck on 
the head with a 16oz claw hammer 12 
times as he slept. 

Despite the injuries eventually 
proving fatal, it is believed Mr Norfolk 
may have lain unconscious for up to 15 
hours before his death. 

Prosecutor Andrew jackson 
described the attack as “deliberate, 
brutal and sustained.” 

On Tuesday, the court heard from 
beauty therapist Rachema Kemp, a 


friend of Rimmer's who had visited her 
in prison. 

Miss Kemp said: “She didn't seem 
herself. She said she can’t remember 
what happened." 

Rimmer, who is following the pro¬ 
ceedings through a Thai interpreter, 
said she had tried to swallow bathroom 
cleaner because she had “done a bad 
thing”, said Miss Kemp. 

She had tried to keep in touch with 
Rimmer, who could not read or write 
English. 

On more than one occasion Rimmer 
had contacted her to ask for a massage, 


because she was tired, in pain and 
unhappy but had not followed up those 
requests. 

The court earlier heard a statement 
from legal executive Sarah Furlong, 
who was asked by Mr Norfolk to amend 
the terms of his will to exclude his wife 
Esme, who has dementia and is being 
cared for in a residential home, from 
inheriting his house in Castle Lane. 

Instead the will was changed in 
favour of Rimmer, allowing her to 
inherit the house and much of Mr 
Norfolk’s estate. 

Rimmer, whose husband, Geoffrey, 


died from natural causes had moved in 
to care for Mrs Norfolk before she 
moved to a care home. 

Ms Furlong said: “He thought the 
world of this lady and seemed to have a 
genuine affection for what she was 
doing.” 

Care home manager Ann Curley said 
in a statement read to the court that Mr 
Norfolk had been very resentful about 
having to pay for his wife’s care. 

She said Mrs Norfolk never seemed 
to resent the presence of Rimmer. Mr 
Jackson told the jury that there was no 
dispute about Rimmer having killed Mr 
Norfolk. 

She claimed to be suffering from a 
type of depression which had impaired 
her thinking and amounted to 
manslaughter by reason of diminished 
responsibility. 

When police found the body of Mr 
Norfolk they also found, huddling in 
the same bed, Rimmer who had 
attempted to cut her own throat and 
swallowed bathroom cleaner and anti¬ 
depressant tablets. 

Mr Norfolk, a retired foreman, had 
been best friends with Geoffrey 
Rimmer, who had worked with him at 
IFF in Haverhill. Both had travelled to 
Thailand in the 1990s where Mr 
Rimmer had met the defendant, who 
later married him.

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Man held after fatal crash 


A HAVERHILL man was arrested 
yesterday after a fatal crash 
involving a motorcyclist. 

A man in his 30s and from 
Saffron Walden was riding a red 
Honda CBR 125 motorcycle 
along the B1054 between 
Boytons Lane and Water Lane, 
Hempstead, when it was in 
collision with a grey Lord Locus 
shortly after 9am. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

A 29-year-old man from 
Haverhill was arrested at the 
scene on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving. 


He was questioned by road 
policing officers at Braintree 
police station and has been 
released on police bail until 
August 22. 

A section of the road was 
closed for seven hours while 
forensic teams investigated. The 
motorcyclist who died has not 
yet been named.

TEENAGER Issy Gower and 
paralympian Caroline Maclean 
will take centre stage as they carry 
the Olympic Torch through the 
streets of their home town on 
Saturday 

Thousands are expected to line the 
route as the Torch arrives in Haverhill at 
around 2.40pm and takes around 30 
minutes to complete its journey through 
the town, passing through the hands of 11 
bearers. 

Issy, 13, a pupil at Linton Village College, 
will carry the Torch up the High Street, 
from the Market Square to the Arts Centre. 

She was nominated by her mother 
Shirley, of Arrendene Road, Haverhill, for 
her role in the family’s fundraising 
campaign, which has so far raised more 
than £20,000 for the Bone Cancer 
Research Trust in memory of her sister, 
Jessica, who died from bone cancer aged 
14, in 2010. 

Caroline, 37, will be competing for the 
Team GB wheelchair basketball team in 
London, her fourth Paralympic Games. 
She recently visited Kedington Primary 
School to tell pupils about her role and 
inspire them to do more physical activity. 

The route of the torch through Haverhill 
starts at Burton End, then follows Camps 
Road, Market Hill, High Street, Hamlet 
Road, Mount Road, A143 Ehringhausen 
Way, Lord’s Croft Lane, Wratting Road, and 
then Ann Suckling Road. 

Mayor of St Edmundsbury Cllr Tim 
Marks will welcome the Torch as it passes 
Haverhill Arts Centre. 

He said: “Response to the Torch relay is 
building at a thrilling pace and we are 
expecting many people from outlying 
areas to come here to watch it. This is 
going to be a very big event in Haverhill’s 
history and we are getting ready to 
celebrate in style.” 

At Jubilee Plaza there will be a range of 
Olympic theme classes, displays and 
competitions from 10.30am onwards. 

Others carrying the flame through 
Haverhill are Keren Goff, 32, from 
Lordham; Ryan Tutthill, 15, from Bury St 
Edmunds; Claire Scarff, 44, from Thetford;

Views sought 
on best way to 
spend budget 

RESIDENTS attending the Torch relay 
celebrations will be asked for their views 
on how money should be spent in 
Haverhill and which services are 
important to them. 

Representatives from ONE Haverhill 
will be in the town centre to give people 
an chance to give their views in a five- 
minute survey. 

Last December, the Government 
announced Haverhill had been chosen 
as one of 12 UK areas to pilot a new way 
of giving communities more say in how 
budgets are spent. 

ONE Haverhill is an independent 
board that is bringing organisations and 
resources together to make them more 
effective and efficient in the town, and is 
leading the project. Members of the 
board include all three tiers of local 
government, businesses and the 
education, police, health and voluntary 
sectors. Havebury Housing, Abbeycroft 
Leisure and the faith community are 
also involved. 

Anne Gower, chair of ONE Haverhill, 
said: “For the first time ever we as a town 
have the chance to have a real say in 
what money is spent on.” 

ONE Haverhill has identified two key 
areas of public funding to look at first - 
monies spent on improving the physical 
environment and opportunities for 
young people. 

Local people will decide which of the 
areas under these headings are most 
important through a series of 
consultations involving surveys and 
interviews at public events like the torch 
relay during the next few months.

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Why I’m backing 
an autism charity 





A S your mayor my charity 
this year is going to be 
the National Autistic 
Society (NAS) Suffolk Branch. 

Autism is a lifelong developmental 
disability that affects how a person 
communicates with and relates to, 
other people. It also affects how they 
make sense of the world around 
them. 

It is a spectrum condition, which 
means that, while all people with 
autism share certain difficulties, 
their condition will affect them in 
different ways. Some people with 
autism are able to live relatively 
independent lives but others may 
have accompanying learning 
disabilities and need a lifetime of 
specialist support. People with 
autism may also experience over- or 
under-sensitivity to sounds, touch, 
tastes, smells, light or colours. 

Asperger syndrome is a form of 
autism. People with Asperger 
syndrome are often of average or 
above-average intelligence. They 
have fewer problems with speech 
but may still have difficulties with 
understanding and processing 
language. People with autism have 
said that the world, to them, is a 



mass of people, places and events 
which they struggle to make sense of 
and which can cause them 
considerable anxiety. 

In particular, understanding and 
relating to other people, and taking 
part in everyday family and social 
life may be harder for them. Other 


people appear to know, intuitively, 
how to communicate and interact 
with each other, and some people 
with autism may wonder why they 
are 'different’. 

All these conditions have great 
anxieties on children and adults with 
autism; this can lead to behaviour

War years return to railway

FOUR decades after a BBC 
documentary which port¬ 
rayed their town as doomed 
to failure, a group of Haverhill 
residents have made their 
own film to set the record 
straight. 

Ron and Linda Walker were so 
incensed when they saw the Man 
Alive programme about Haverhill, 
originally screened in 1968, that 
they have spent the past two years 
working on their own film, 
portraying the vibrant, expanding 
community which the town has 
become. 

The BBC Man Alive programme’s 
critical documentary about 
Haverhill’s expansion brought the 
“London Overspill” town to 
national attention. It attacked its 
high-density housing, lack of 
infrastructure, poor amenities, 
employment issues, council 
leadership - and predicted a 
gloomy future for the town. The 
new film by the group of amateur 
filmmakers demonstrates how the 
town has moved on, matured and 
succeeded. 

Ron said: “We are not 
professional filmmakers, but we 
felt the need to stand up, be 
counted and stop the incessant 
carping, innuendo and destructive 
criticism about the town. We 
believe it portrays Haverhill in a 
positive light, with many of the 



benefits, brands and facilities that 
you would expect in any other 
successful town. 

“We know there were challenges 
with the original town expansion - 
we were all here then, but we 
believe we were unreasonably and 
unfairly written off as doomed to 
failure - and we have set out to set 
the record straight once and for all”. 

Haverhill’s Arts Centre was 
packed for a preview screening, 
with the audience including the 
town’s former MP Sir Eldon 
Griffiths, who was featured in both 
the original and the new film. He 
said: “Haverhill had its difficulties, 
but it has turned the corner and it 
was always going to because of the 
people. Haverhill is on the map and 
after a bad start its future is looking 
much brighter.” 

Adrian Graves, son of late Canon 
Eric Graves, former vicar and 
councillor for Haverhill, said his 
late father had refused to be 
interviewed for the original 
programme, because he feared he 


would be misquoted. 

Mr Graves said: “It set out to 
paint a deliberately negative 
picture of the town, which was 
largely responsible for an 
unwarranted bad image which has 
blemished the town’s reputation 
ever since.” 

Haverhill born and bred Ron and 
his wife Linda, supported by 
“newcomer” Gary Pontin, a small 
group of likeminded individuals 
and some town councillors, 
worked on the new film. Prior to its 
‘60s expansion, Haverhill was a 
small market town of under 5,000. 
Today, the population stands at 
more than 23,000 - with further 
expansion planned. 

The new film also features 
Christopher Gurteen, now head of 
the family which owns Gurteens, 
the town centre clothing maker - 
and whose father took part in the 
1968 programme and Nic Rumsey, 
a partner in leading investment 
group, Carisbrooke, a committed 
investor in Haverhill.

MP welcomes new 
broadband boost 

HAVERHILL’S MP has welcomed an 
important milestone in the campaign to 
secure better broadband for Suffolk. 

Suffolk County Council has invited 
companies to bid for the contract, worth 
more than £40m, to improve the county’s 
broadband infrastructure. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, 
welcomed the announcement, as the two 
companies bidding for the contract, British 
Telecom (BT) and Fujitsu, now have until 
September 7 to make their case. 

The aim of the programme is to extend 
access to broadband to the areas of Suffolk 
which currently have slow speeds. By 2015, 
more than 90 per cent of premises in the 
county will be able to access superfast 
broadband. The remaining 10 per cent will 
have had a significant increase in available 
speed and reliability. 

By the end of the year, the first businesses 
and homes should be connected. 

Mr Hancock said: “Having access to a 21st 
century broadband network is vital for my 
constituents and businesses in West Suffolk.”

took drugs into jail 


A PRISON officer and an inmate 
conspired to smuggle heroin and 
cannabis into a jail, a court heard. 

Alex Sheppard, 22, was caught out by a 
random search as he arrived for a night 
shift at HMP Highpoint, in Stradishall, on 
May 27 last year. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Chibafa told 
Ipswich Crown Court that inside a 
rucksack being carried by Sheppard were 
two packages, one containing heroin and 
the other cannabis. 

Inside the prison was Adam Bloy, 25, 
serving a sentence for robbery, who was 
the intended recipient. 

Sheppard owned up immediately to a 
senior prison officer who then alerted 
police, resulting in Sheppard's arrest. 

Both Sheppard and Bloy pleaded guilty 
to two offences of conspiracy to supply 
controlled drugs. 


The court heard Sheppard claimed he 
committed the offence because of threats 
made by Bloy. 

Sheppard told the court: “I felt 
intimidated and scared. I agreed to do it 
because I was worried about what would 
happen if I didn't.” 

However, Bloy alleged Sheppard was 
smuggling the drugs in return for a cash 
payment of £300. Bloy said Sheppard, 
who was in financial difficulties, had 
seemed “quite happy” to do it. 

The hearing has been adjourned until a 
date yet to be set when Judge John Holt 
willdecide which version of events to 
accept and then sentence both men, who 
remain in custody. 

Sheppard, of Watlington, near King’s 
Lynn, had worked for three years at HMP 
Highpoint carrying out night duties 
which included manning the gate and 


carrying out roll calls. 

He told the court he had known Bloy, of 
King’s Lynn, before he was sent to prison 
and told the authorities this. 

Sheppard admitted he had failed to tell 
any senior officers he was in contact with 
Bloy via a mobile phone which was 
prohibited within the prison. The phone 
was found when Bloy’s cell was searched. 

The drugs found in the rucksack were 
alleged to have been collected by 
Sheppard froma woman in Bury St 
Edmunds on the instructions of Bloy. 

Fiona Wraight, a 21-year-old financial 
consultant of Bury St Edmunds, pleaded 
guilty to conveying a bottle of vodka 
which was also inside the rucksack. 

She was sentenced to eight months’ 
imprisonment, suspended for 12 months, 
with a requirement to complete 200 
hours of unpaid work.

Man Jailed 
over online 
bank fraud 


A MAN who allowed his 
bank account to be used 
to be used for an online 
fraud has been jailed for 
eight months. 

Vitaliji Tomasevskij, 23, was 
promised a cut of what was 
stolen from customers with 
the Halifax Bank, which he 
planned to send to his family 
in Lithuania who were in 
financial difficulties. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
how Tomasevskij, of Withers¬ 
field Road, Haverhill, was 
arrested in August last year, 
after fraudsters were found to 
have hacked into online 
accounts and removed a total 
of £8,940. 

Thirteen customers were 
affected in October and 
December 2010, with the 
largest single amount stolen 
being £4,100. Prosecutor 
Michael Crimp said police 
were able to quickly identify 
where the money had gone, 
because it went into two 
accounts being held in 
Tomasevskij's own name. 

After initially denying 
involvement, Tomasevskij 
was fully co-operative with 
officers, giving them the 
names of others involved in 
the offence. Tomasevskij had 
been recruited by a man in 


Haverhill who offered him 10 
per cent of what was being 
stolen if his bank accounts 
could be used to receive the 
money. 

Alexandra Lindsey, for 
Tomasevskij, said her client 
was very remorseful and 
feared a prison sentence 
would jeopardise his plans to 
return to Lithuania to join the 
army. Miss Lindsey said: “His 
head was turned by the offer 
of additional money. His 
family is suffering from 
financial difficulties in 
Lithuania.” 

Almost as soon as the 
stolen money arrived in 
Tomas-evskij’s bank accounts 
it was transferred out again by 
the fraudsters. Miss Lindsey 
said: “He is clearly no 
criminal mastermind.” 

Tomasevskij had pleaded 
guilty to two offences of 
converting criminal property. 

Mr Justice Saunders said: 
“These offences are extremely 
difficult to detect and strike at 
the root of the banking 
system and at people who put 
their money that they have 
earned into banks believing it 
to be safe. It is dreadful for 
that money to be removed 
and taken by others.” 

An immediate prison sent¬ 
ence was inevitable, he said.

Alcohol killed my son 
- |ust before his 30th 



A warning 
to others:

THE mother of an 
alcoholic who died just 
before his 30th birthday 
has spoken about how 
drinking turned him 
into “a little old man” 

Dawn Titterington told 
how she found her son dead 
at home after his frail body 
succumbed to pneumonia. 

Matthew Stiebrins, 29, 
from Haverhill, began 
drinking bottles of vodka at 
the age of 15 with friends 
before his habit spiralled out 
of control. 

His alcohol abuse was so 
bad that the drink started 
eating away at his brain and 
left him with irreversible 
cirrhosis of the liver. 

He died just three months 
before his 30th birthday - as 
doctors at Addenbrooke’s 
had grimly predicted - 
because his organs were so 
badly damaged. 

Dawn, 51, said: “The 
alcohol turned him into a 
little old man. 

“He told me he was going 
to ring me on the night of his 
death, but he never did. 
When I went to his house he 
was dead. 

“He died from pneumonia. 
His body was so weak. 
Nobody should have to see 


their child die before them.” 

She added: “He suffered so 
much and so am I. But I 
hope his story helps 
someone.” 

Speaking from his bedside, 
in February last year, Dawn 
said: “When he was 15 he got 
into a crowd that liked going 


out drinking, like many 
teenagers do. 

“The others grew out of it 
but Matthew didn’t. He 
didn’t stop. 

“In the end it just didn’t 
matter what we said - all the 
warnings we gave. He would 
say 'It’s only a few, it won’t 


do me any harm, everyone 
drinks’.” 

She added: “There’s not 
enough about the dangers of 
alcohol, always campaigns 
about smoking and drugs. 

“There is no substitute, 
like nicotine patches, for 
alcoholics. 

“Teenagers think they can 
give it up but their bodies 
won’t let them. You would 
never have guessed that 
Matthew would have been 
the one from his group of 
friends to become hooked.” 

Matthew used to bunk off 
school to drink as a teenager. 
By the time he was 18, he 
was addicted and shoplifting 
to fund his habit. 

In the months before his 
death on February 5, he was 
in and out of Addenbrooke’s 
and doctors predicted he 
would not live to see his 30th 
birthday on May 4. 

Dawn, who works as a 
seamstress and remarried 
after she left Matthew’s 
father 10 years ago, said she 
had worried about drugs 
more than alcohol when her 
children were young. 

Now she is campaigning 
for more support for 
alcoholics to prevent other 
parents going through 
similar heartache.

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Law change 
on tenancies

In a regular feature, the Haverhill branch of Suffolk 
West Citizens Advice Bureau looks at recent 
developments regarding payment protection 
insurance and what your rights are. 


Q We’ve been on the 
waiting list for a 
council house for 
ages and finally have an 
offer of somewhere to live. 

I thought this would give 
us security in a place we 
could afford, but someone 
told me it’s not like that 
any more and they can 
make you move after a 
certain time. Is this true? 

A If you are a council or 
a housing association 
tenant you normally 
have a tenancy for life. The 
rent you pay is also cheaper 
than if you were renting 
privately, and when you die, 
you can normally pass your 
home to your spouse or 
partner and sometimes to 
other family members who 
were living with you. 

This will not be the case for 
much longer as the law will 
soon be changing for new 


tenants, possibly from April 
this year. The rights of 
existing council and housing 
association tenants will not 
change. 

Councils will still have the 
option to offer ‘lifetime’ 
tenancies to new tenants, 
but they will also be able to 
offer them a shorter 
tenancy, known as a flexible 
tenancy. 

This will be for a minimum 
of two years, but in most 
cases it will last for five 
years or more. If you’re 
given a flexible tenancy for a 
fixed period of time, the 
council will review your 
circumstances before the 
tenancy comes to an end to 
see if you still need council 
housing or not. 

There are also other 


changes planned. If you’re 
homeless through no fault 
of your own and apply to 
the council to be housed, it 
can find you a privately 
rented home to live in 
instead of a council or 
housing association place. 

If you refuse, the council 
won’t always have to offer 
you another place. 

Each council will also have 
more control of who they'll 
accept on their housing 
waiting list, although they’ll 
still have to look after 
people who are in most 
need, for example, if you’re 
homeless.

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Lesley beats the odds 
to get back on her feet

D riving to 

her home in 
Horseheath, 
Lesley Perry was 
happily thinking 
about her husband 
Bob's 50th birthday 
party, due to take 
place the next day 
A surprise bash, 

Lesley had spent weeks 
organising the event and 
all of the couple’s friends 
and family were invited. 
But as she approached 
home, Lesley began 
experiencing severe 
pains in her head and 
started to feel very 
unwell. 

“I was actually on my 
way back from the 
doctors at the time,” 
remembers the 60-year- 
old. “My eye had all 
puffed up and I didn’t 
want to be at the party 
looking like something 
from outer space! 

“The pains were really, 
really bad and I thought 
‘shall I turn back?’ but I 
just wanted to get 
home.” 

With her vision and 
awareness impaired by 
the pain, Lesley was 
struggling to make the 
last few feet of her 
journey. “I knocked the 
spot light off the car by 
hitting a bollard and I

got to just opposite our 
driveway gate and 
stalled the car and 
couldn’t get it back into 
gear,” she remembers. “I 
just wanted to get out of 
the car so I opened the 
door and fell into the 
road and couldn’t get 
back in.” 

Lesley’s neighbour 
had witnessed her 
distress and rushed to 
help her. “She called for 
an ambulance because 
she realised something 
was really wrong and 
then she said ‘shall I 
phone Bob?’, she 
remembers. “I was 
crying at the time and I 
said ‘yes please’. I 
remember Bob being at 
the side of the road and 
hearing the ambulance 
siren but after that I 
don’t remember 
anything until I came 
around in hospital.” 

Lesley had suffered a 
subarachnoid 
haemorrhage from a 
brain aneurysm, which 
is a weakness in the wall 
of an artery, which 
swells up and bursts, 
haemorrhaging into the 
brain. That weakness 
could have been there 


since birth and the 
aneurysm, which 
happened in February 
2001, could have 
happened at any time. 

Seriously ill, Lesley 
was rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
where she lost 
consciousness and had 
to be resuscitated. The 
mum of two was then 
taken to the neuro 
theatre for surgery. “I’m 
told I had to have a hole 
cut into my skull to 
release the internal 
pressure from the 
haemorrhage,” she says. 
“The surgeon clipped 
the artery to stop it 
bleeding and removed a 
blood clot. I had seven 
litres of blood transfused 
during the operation.” 

Lesley’s worried 
family were told she had 
just a 30 per cent chance 
of surviving surgery, a 10 
per cent chance of 
avoiding infections and 
a 40 per cent chance of 
surviving any infections 
she caught. Despite the 
grave odds, Lesley made 
it through the 
painstaking four-hour 
operation and remained 
in an induced coma for 


five days to reduce the 
risk of further swelling 
on her brain. 

“When I came round 
there were just twitches 
and flickers on my left 
arm and leg,” says 
Lesley. “I vaguely 
remember people 
talking to me, asking me 
things like ‘can you 
move your little finger?’ 
The right side of my 
body was perfectly okay 
but on my left side I 
could only squidge up 
my big toe. 

“Nothing was real. I 
don’t think there was 
any realisation of what 
had happened to begin 
with.” 

Lesley contracted 
MRSA and pneumonia, 
and spent six weeks in 
the Neurosciences 
Critical Care Unit 
(NCCU). “I didn’t know 
about the infection so I 
must have been not with 
it at all, which is 
probably just as well,” 
smiles Lesley. “I was told 
afterwards but I couldn’t 
tell you what it was like.” 

Over the following 
weeks Lesley was cared 
for around the clock 
and, two months after

the operation that saved 
her life, she was able to 
begin rehabilitation. “I 
was always a busy 
person. When I was doing 
rehab it was nice to feel I 
was doing something,” 
she says. 

Confined to a 
wheelchair, paralysed 
down her left side and 
with no vision in the left 
side of both eyes, Lesley 
had a massive task ahead 
of her. “I was a bit scared 
of rehab because I might 
make a fool of myself,” 
says Lesley. “I had physio 
twice a day, every day, 
and occupational therapy 
sessions every day. I also 
had speech therapy once 
or twice a week. 

“I eventually started 
walking with a stick. I was 
still in a wheelchair 
nearly all the time but in 
the physio room I could 
hobble a little bit. It took 
a lot of work to get me 
there.” 

That July, five months 
after the haemorrhage, 
Lesley was allowed to go 
home. 

“It was wonderful to go 
home,” smiles Lesley. “My 
family visited me every 
night in hospital; I hated 
it when they went. While I 
was in rehab David Gray 
and Travis were my bed 
partners; I listened to 
them every night on my 
ear phones.” 

Although delighted to 
be back with her family, 
Lesley’s life had changed 
incomprehensibly. The 
once busy wife and mum 
now relied almost 
entirely upon her 
wheelchair, was 
struggling with her 
speech and, when Bob 
returned to work, 
required a full time carer. 

More than 10 years 
since that fateful day, 
Lesley is still learning to 
adapt to her new way of 
living but thanks to her 
steely determination, the 
love of her friends and 
family and support from 
Headway Cambridgeshire 


- the organisation that 
provides specialist 
services and support to 
people with an acquired 
brain injury - she can 
now walk short distances 
without the aid of a 
walking stick, and is 
much more positive 
about the future. 

Chatting to me at 
Headway’s base at Mill 
Road, Cambridge, Lesley 
explains how visiting 
Headway since August 
2001 - a month after she 
was discharged from 
hospital - has helped her 
to learn to walk again, 
and deal with the after 
affects of her brain 
trauma. 

“I never imagined I’d 
be walking around 
without a stick anything 
more than a few paces,” 
admits Lesley. “I couldn’t 
visualise further than 
that. I came here in a 
wheelchair and I’ve come 
on a long way since then. 
Veer Dhillon, the gym 
instructor, is absolutely 
brilliant; he’s helped me 
so much.” 

“I still use the 
wheelchair but it’s under 
protest. If I’m with the 
family and it’s 
somewhere there’s going 
to be lots of crowds and 
hard to get around then I 
use it. I hate it, absolutely 
detest it. 

“I used to feel nervous 
about walking and think 
‘I’ll be glad when I get 
there because then the 
walking will be over’, but I 
don’t feel nervous now.” 

Although Lesley has 
made huge 
improvements in her 
mobility, her left side is 
still weak and, because of 
her restricted vision in 
both eyes, she is prone to 
falling. “I bump into no 
end of things,” says 
Lesley. 

“I’m always bashing my 
head into door frames. 

I’m not left alone at home 
because I’m always 
falling over and I can’t go 
out on my own.” 



Lesley is positive about 
improving her walking 
further in the future but 
admits she does have 
down days and can get 
very frustrated by her 
disabilities. “I’ve been 
very angry and so many 
times I’ve been like a 
volcano about to erupt 
and then something 
triggers me and I do 
erupt and believe me I’m 
the worst person in the 
world to know then. The 
trouble is usually it’s poor 
Bob that ends up with the 
worst of it.” 

The brave mum refers 
to Bob as “her guardian 
angel” and says her two 
children, Emma, 30, and 
Jamie, 25, have been 
brilliant. “I’m so thankful 
that the haemorrhage 
didn’t happen when the 
children were younger. If 
it had I would have 
missed out on such a lot.” 

The whole family are 
grateful for the help 
Headway Cambridgeshire 
has given Lesley and, to 
show their appreciation, 
the siblings have set 
themselves fundraising 
challenges in aid of 
Headway UK. 

In April this year Emma 
ran the London 
Marathon raising more 
than £2,500 for the 
organisation. Next month 
Jamie will be raising 
funds for Headway 
Cambridgeshire when he 
takes on a gruelling 
obstacle-packed Spartan 
Race. 

For now, Lesley takes 
each day as it comes and 
continues to work hard at 
her physiotherapy with 
Headway. “Improvements 
are very gradual. I’d love 
them to happen just like 
that, believe me, but 
nothing’s instant. I just 
try to keep thinking 
positively When this 
happened it turned my 
world upside down and I 
said to myself ‘this isn’t 
going to beat me’. I 
looked upon it as a 
challenge, and I still do.”

hausen Way and finishing 
off at Wratting Road by 
Ann Suckling Road. Miss 
it, and miss out! 

Here are some facts 
about the Olympic flame: 

■ During the Games in 
Ancient Greece, a sacred 
flame burned continually 
on the altar of the 
goddess, Hera. 

In addition, heralds 
were summoned to travel 
throughout Greece to 
announce the Games, 
declaring a sacred truce 
for the duration. 

■ A very precise ritual for 
the lighting of the flame is 
followed at every Games. 


It is lit from the sun’s rays 
at the Temple of Hera in 
Olympia, in a traditional 
ceremony among the 
ruins of the home of the 
ancient Games. 

■ After a short relay 
around Greece, the flame 
is handed over to the new 
host city at another 
ceremony in the 
Panathenaiko stadium in 
Athens. 

■ The flame is then

peace, unity and 
friendship. 

■ It ends its journey as the 
last torchbearer lights the 
cauldron at the Olympic 
Games Opening Cere¬ 
mony in the Olympic 
Stadium, marking the 
official start of the Games. 

■ The flame is extin¬ 
guished on the final day of 
the Games, at the Closing 
Ceremony.

Ms Lockwood said: “It 
appears to be out of 
character - it is her first 
offence before the courts. 

“She is embarrassed to 
have been involved in 
something like this, which 
she cannot remember. 
She has stopped going out 
and drinking alcohol 
because of this. She has 
learned her lesson being 
arrested and locked up 
has alarmed her.” 

Stuart Roy, chairman of 
the magistrates, said: “Our 
concern is that it 
happened and there does 
not appear to be a reason 
why it happened. It is an 
aggravating factor that 
you cannot remember 
anything about it. 

“We are putting you on 
your mettle for the next 18 
months and your 
behaviour has to be 
acceptable.”

As she arrives in Cambridge, West End and screen star 
Claire Sweeney tells LOUISE CUMMINGS how it feels to 
step into Julie Walters’ shoes in Educating Rita 



B UBBLY, brimming with 
confidence and Scouse 
charm, stage and screen 
darling Claire Sweeney doesn’t 
strike you as the type to worry 
about anything. 

But she has been suffering sleepless 
nights of late. And it’s not at the thought 
of a Brookside re-run. The gregarious 
one, it seems, has met her match with the 
latest script to fall onto her doormat: 
taking up the role made famous by Julia 
Walters in the Willy Russell classic 
Educating Rita. 

“You’re talking 130 pages of dialogue 
for just the two of us and you know, I 
have to do three-page speeches; it’s 
absolutely terrifying,” she confides in her 
friendly Liverpudlian lilt. 

Fortunately, the actress has had a lot of 
support from her stage sidekick, Olivier- 
award winning actor Matthew Kelly. “The 
only way I could bed the lines in was to 
keep going over them with Matthew; it 
was impossible sitting and looking at the 
script at home, I thought I was never 
going to learn it. Matthew’s a wonderful 
guy; I know him from when I did 
Celebrity Stars in Their Eyes. We’re 


buddies on stage as well as off,” she 
enthuses. 

The film version, which starred Julie 
Walters and Michael Caine, was Oscar- 
nominated and won three Bafta Awards. 

For those who haven’t seen Willy 
Russell’s modern classic, which was 
inspired by his own experiences at 
evening classes, it follows feisty 
Liverpudlian hairdresser Rita who has a 
new-found passion for higher education 
and self-improvement. Cue jaded 
university professor Frank, whose 
disillusionment with life has driven him 
to the bottle. Offering to tutor the brash 
student to earn extra cash, Frank’s attitude 
is soon challenged and he is forced to 
reassess his life. 

“It’s such a beautifully written play, an 
amazing life-affirming piece,” Claire says 
thoughtfully. “I love the humour, I love 
the pathos; you know, it touches every 
element of emotion and it’s so cleverly 
written. 

“Working with Willy Russell is a 
dream because he’s a childhood hero of 
mine. I grew up with his plays in 
Liverpool.” 

Flailing from Walton, having had a 
typical working class upbringing, Claire 


has found it easy to empathise with her 
character. “I love Rita, because I can 
relate to her and there are elements of her 
in all of us. She’s just fantastic because 
she wants to break the mould, break away 
and better herself, and she’s getting all 
this grief for doing it. Then Frank 
educates her and she doesn’t need him 
any more, and it’s really quite sad.” 

Surprisingly, though Claire is 
something of a veteran of the West End, 
having starred as Roxie in Chicago, 
Adelaide opposite Patrick Swayze in the 
award-winning production of Guys and 
Dolls, Paulette in a UK Tour of Legally 
Blonde and won rave reviews in Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Don Black’s one- 
woman show Tell Me On A Sunday, this is 
the role she is finding most physically 
draining. “It is truly the most exhausting 
show I have ever done; it’s the 
concentration and brainpower required for 
it - it’s absolutely knackering!” 

This is the 41-year-old’s debut 
appearance at the Arts Theatre, though 
she’s had a spy in the camp. “My friend 


Sheila Ferguson did pantomime there last 
Christmas and she spoke really highly of 
it, so I am excited,” she smiles. 

Over the years, Claire has starred in 
reality shows, including the first 
Celebrity Big Brother and Strictly Come 
Dancing, to presenting daytime favourite 
60 Minute Makeover, appearing on Loose 
Women, recording her own top five album 
and turning forces’ sweetheart as the first 
entertainer to fly out to Afghanistan and 
Oman. 

Clearly this exuberant actress has just 
always loved being in the spotlight. After 
all, by the age of 11 she was enrolled at 
Eliot Clark Stage School in Liverpool, 
and by 14 she was playing the clubs, 
aided by her dad, a butcher by trade, who 
would drive her to gigs in the back of his 
meat van. “He used to bribe the venues 
with a leg of lamb to let me sing,” Claire 
says, letting out a giggle. “I was about 14 
or 15; I was singing songs from the 
musicals back then. It’s amazing that my 
life has gone full circle now.” 

But the role that catapulted Claire to 


fame was that of drug smuggling, gun- 
toting Lindsey Corkhill in Channel 4 soap 
Brookside. 

“I’m incredibly proud of Brookside ,” 
she says. “I felt blessed to have such a 
meaty role, especially as I thought I was 
only going in for a couple of episodes, 
then suddenly I got this wonderful part to 
play.” 

Claire’s latest venture is her own 
clothing line for Fashion World - 
designed for ladies in sizes 12 to 32. 

So could the dream be to turn full-time 
fashionista like Victoria Beckham? “I’d 
like to do more, sure, but to be honest I 
feel like I’m living the dream every night 
at the moment. I’m loving playing Rita; 
she’s such a wonderful part and working 
with Willy Russell, Matthew Kelly and 
the director, I just feel blessed. In my eyes 
Eve achieved the dream.”

“It’s a micky-take of the cheesy sitcoms of the 
time, with the wobbling sets and lack of continuity, 
and the main character is Mrs Overall, who’s 
named after a Mrs Mac from one of those shows. 
People got to know and love these characters so 
about 10 years ago Victoria Wood wrote it as a 
musical, and now we’re one of the first groups in 
East Anglia to get the rights to tour it. 

“Apparently Victoria Wood is coming to see it as 
well, though I’m trying to keep it quiet from the 
cast because I’m worried they might go a bit nuts! 
The rumour is it’ll be opening night, but in a way 
I’m hoping it’s not!

Knot in my back yard, thanks

I CAUGHT up with Alan 
Titch'marsh at the recent 
BBC Gardeners’World 
Live show when he was 
giving advice on how to 
combat Japanese knotweed, 
the peril of many gardeners, 
a weed which is right up 
there on the list of 
seemingly indestructible 
thugs. 

“It was brought into this country 
as an ornamental plant by the 
Victorians, who thought it was 
beautiful,” he lamented. 

It has an underground network 
of tough, fast-growing rhizomes 
which makes it really difficult to 
control and in the summer the 
bamboo-like stems grow to more 
than 2. lm (7ft), suppressing all 
other growth. 

The RHS advises that if you’re 
going to try digging it out, remove 



as much root as possible, then 
repeatedly destroy regrowth. In this 
way the energy reserves in the 
remaining underground parts will 
be gradually exhausted but this 
process could take a very long 
time. 

Another option is to place a layer 
of carpet over it but you’ll have to 
leave it a long time before it dies 
and you can dig it up. 

And when you dispose of the 
plant, do so carefully, allowing it to 
dry out before burning. Whatever 


you do, don’t put it on your 
compost heap or into your normal 
household waste because it 
colonises without seeding. It might 
be worth contacting your local 
council for advice on its disposal. 

Titchmarsh, whose second ITV1 
six-part series of Love Your Garden 
is currently being shown on 
Tuesday nights, says the best time 
to tackle this incessant weed is 
when it’s in flower. 

“Chop it down to ground level 
and when it starts to regenerate, 


and particularly when it’s 
flowering, that’s the best time to 
spray Japanese knotweed,” he says. 

He says it’s more susceptible to 
systemic weedkillers such as 
Roundup later in the season. 

“Give it one big blast in autumn 
or late summer when it starts to 
flower,” he advises. 

If it’s coming through from a 
neighbour’s garden, you’ll need to 
put a physical vertical barrier in the 
soil, digging a trench not less than 
2m deep and inserting a tough, 


impenetrable membrane into it. 

My own nemesis is ground 
elder, introduced to Britain by the 
Romans as a pot herb and for its 
supposed medicinal purposes. 

I well recall when I first moved 
to my present house, one border 
was covered in it and I ended up 
putting weed-suppressing 
membrane on the whole area, left it 
for about six months and then dug 
out every bit of root I could see. 

Since then, it has threatened to 
appear from my neighbour’s 


garden, but I spray emerging leaves 
with systemic weedkiller on warm 
days in spring and that seems to 
keep it at bay. 

Persistent hoeing will weaken 
the plant but won’t kill it as the 
rhizomes are brittle and the plant 
will regrow from any fragment. 

If the weed creeps among your 
other garden plants, you may end 
up having to dig those up as well 
and untangle the runners from their 
roots, then allow time for any 
remaining bits to regrow and treat 
them with glyphosate. 

Another rampant pest is couch 
grass, with its fast-growing 
rhizomes, which can produce 
hundreds of feet of roots 
underground, giving rise to a mass 
of shoots above ground. 

It makes plants look untidy, with 
long blades of grass sticking out 
among your flowers, but can be 
dug up as the roots are shallow, 
rarely more than 20cm (8in) deep. 

If you loosen the soil as you go, 
you may be able to pull out long, 
intact lengths of rhizome. Try not 
to leave bits of root in the soil 
because they will only come up 
again. 

If your couch grass has spread 
from the lawn, create a clear edge 
between the lawn and flower beds 
to stop it spreading. 

Aggressive perennial weeds are 
a pain - but planning your attack 
and patience will hopefully help to 
eradicate them.
